No. 5 on the ballot. Newspapers, civic 
organizations, public oificia’.s and in­ 
dividuals are hammering the life out 
of No. 5, and those who arise to defend 
it are few and far between. 
No. 5 is known as the Single Tax 
amendment, yet it has not the enthus­ 
iastic balking of many of the ardent 
single 
tax 
adherents. 
The 
general 
plan of taxation as proposed in the 
amendment is said by them to be upon 
the single tax idea, yet the amendment 
has proposals in it that are not consid 
ered advisable. 
The law is loosely! 
drawn and so uncertain that litigation I 
would be necessary to determine its 
meaning. 
Tile single taxers want to, 
see the amendment get as good a vote 
as possible merely 
to 
prevent their 
cause from slipping backward. 
Fearful that 
No. ii 
might become 
law, various organizations have gone 
forth with their high-powered artillery 


bonds as represented in this state. And 
it would also impair the millions of 
dollars iii private corporations’ stocks 
and bonds. 
It would undermine the values upon 
which savings banks in this state have 
loaned $344,000,000, undoubtedly caus­ 
ing an immediate run on those banks 
by thousands of large and small sav­ 
ings depositors. 
The result eau easily 
be imagined. 
It would mean 
the 
withdrawal of 
mortgage loans to thousands of home­ 
builders and farmers. 
lf would mean the withdrawal of 
capital from investment in this state 
for a long period of tim e even if such 
action were not wholly justified. 
It would be up to the courts to de­ 
termine what effect the amendment 
hail on the public revenues collected 
by the State H arbor Commission of 
San Francisco and the municipal har­ 
bors at Oakland, 
Los 
Angeles, 
San 
Diego and other points. 
The amendment might he construed 
to supplant all of Article 13. In that 
case church, school and other land 
now exempt would bt* subject to tax. 
The passage 
of 
the 
amendm ent 
would leave us without revenue and 
taxation laws, all of which would have 
to be conceived 
and 
placed on the 
statute books by the first 
of 
next 
March. 
Even then 
the 
amendment 
could not he complied 
with 
in the 
m atter of reaching values under the 
Somers or like system, which would 
take a period of at least two years to 
properly cover the state. 
I believe that many 
of

should be remedied, but I do not be­ 
lieve in trying to cure a violent and 
long-continued headache by hanging 
the jwitient by the neck.
